TICT LABOR. 


The National Prison congress which is 


now holding its annual session iu De. 
troit, in laboring with the much dis- 
cusaed and most perpleiins question of 
convict labor, for years t&ere has been 
a hostility against contract labor coming 
from trades-unions, and with a view to 
tickle tho»e unions and court the sup- 
port of workiugmen, both political par. 
ties, have, at one t.mo or another, adop- 
ted resolutions favoring the abolition of 
what ia ouiauiouly known, as prison con- 
tract labor. Ohio, by a law.euacted by the 
last legislature o£ tbat state, and New 
York by a 
constitutional enactment, 


bavo virtually abolished that system of 
labor in their penitentiaries. 
They are 


returning to what is called tho piece 
price plan ot prison labor, which, in gen- 
eral effect is not widnly different, bnt it 
goes by another name and that eosms to 
suit those who are constantly howling 
against prison labor coining ia contact 
with free or honest labor. 


The difference between the two is 


simply thie: Under tbe contract system, 
whioh is used iu Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Illinois and several other states, contrac- 
tors pay so much a day for the labor of 
tho 
convicts, get

them tbey 
can for 
ton 


hours each day, and whatever profit 
there may be in manufacturing tho goods 
thrown upon tho market. As a 
rule, 


the profits are respectably largo, and out 
of such contrasts the contractors have 
become rich. Uodar

plan tho contractors furnish tho plant of 
t ie manufacturing ostttblishtnout 
oE tho 


prisons, but the mnuagementi of the 
prisons superintend the workmen and 
sell the product of. their lobor to the con- 
tractors for a certain price. In either 
•30se the products' of the prison work- 
shops go among tbe people, und if con- 
tract labor interferes with free labor, so 
docs the piece price plan. 


Uut the advocates of the piece price 


plan claim that tho 
greatest benefits 


resulting from this system is the con- 
sciousness among the convicts thut tbey 
ara working for the state and not for 
contractors; that their treatment is not so 
harsh as whou they labor Tor the greedy 
mastership otmeu whose cbiet aim is to 
reap tho greatest possible pecuniary ben_ 
ofits from their misfortunts; und that, as 
a reformatory measure, the piece price 
system is vastly superior to tbe other 
Another thing claimed in favor of tho.

difficulties of every kind, in face of tho op- 
position of the local government arid in 
spito of continued fevers and lack of fends, 
Tho mines wore driven to extraordinary 
depths; one at tho southeast angle of tbo 
Haram being eighty feotdoep, and another,

graphical questions connected with ancient 
Jerusalem, First, In regard to points upon 
which all aro now agreed. There Is no 
doubt about the Mount of Olives and .tho 
brook Kodron. It is agreed that tho temple 
stood on the spur Immediately west oC .the 
Kodron, and thnt the southern tongue of 
this spur was called OpheL 
It is also 


agreed that the-flat valley west of this spur 
ie that; to which Jo'sophus applies the name 
Tyropcean, though thoro was a diversity as 
to tbo oxact coursa o£ the valley, which has 
now boon sot at rost by tho collection of tha 
rock levels within the city. 


It is also agreed by all authorities that 


tho high KoutawoPtorn nil], to which 'tho 
name of Sion has been applied sluco the 
fourth century, is that which Josophus calls 
tho upper city or upper Market place.

site of the pool of! Siioam is also undisputed, 
and certain natural foatures havo beau de- 
termined, which servo as data 011 which to 
construct the walls of the ancient city nnd 
fix tbo site and area of the temple enclosure 
in tlio tima of Herod. There is i;till fcome 
controversy in regard to tho oxact position 
aud course of tho city walla prior to its de- 
struction by Titus, but this is cbiotly main- 
tained by those who are fatally aSectod in 
thoir religious sentiments. There Is also a 
difference of opinion in regard to the area of 
tbo tomplo building. Practically, however, 
this point has been settlod by the great 
weight of authority on. o 10. aide, which 
affirms that tho present Haram encloduro, 
in which are situated the mosquo of Omai 
nnd tho sacred stone, represent, tho area ol 
Hornd's tomplo, only one or two standing 
out for a restriction of this area.
